© * ther not a little rejoicing, and Archibald Ure and ſome others being preſent. By this 
Night's Work I was precipitate into all theſe miſerable Mistortuns, I have beer 
fince plagued with; all which were owing to Nothing but my too much Eatineis 
and Simplicity, thinking every Perſon as ingenuous as my ſelt; and thereby*B*wa 
rendered a Prey to all ; tor the very Time we were ſtanding beiote the Curate, 
tſe, That I heartily wiſhed Something might have ſtopped it. But (ome 
Days after, when I refuſed to take ſome Things, ſuch as Ear-rings and the like, 
which Archilald Ure urged much upon me, to compliment my Spouſe immediately 
after Marriage; he preſently made me accept a Bill and make Payment of what he 
had advanced, by giving me Rings, and otherwiſe at that Time; So our ſudden Ac- 
quaintance was at an End; For I very well underſtood, tho' too late, his Deſigu 
in ſerving me, by pretending ſuch Friencſhip, was only for Lucre's Sake; as 
afterwards evidently appesr'd, by his making a Jeſt of his {0 far impoſing upon me, 
s I was well informed. And after Marriage I ſtayed with her in her Father's Houſe 
till fome Time in November 1719, Where, by her light, fooliſh Carriage I met daily 
Vith more and more Diſcontent and Provocation ta ea her; and then I deſerted 
ber, with a ſull Reſolution to go Abroad with a COmrad, who was then w going off;

And now Nothing {topped me, but my not conſtituting a Factor over my For- 
tune; and in Order thereto I condeſcended upon one in whom I confided, who 
would hardly undertake it, alledging he would be haraſſed by my Spoule pleading 
an Aliment ; which Scrouple occafioned, That the Factory when written was not 
| mmediutcly figned; But notwichitanding of, that Huld very ſoon have prevailed 
upen him, had I not met with James Campbe!, ſometime of Burubauk, and now 
Store-keepcr in Egenburgh Cæktle, who diverted me intirely from that Thought, and 
was the only Vicegerent of the Devil, to prompt me up to be guilty ot all the fol- 
lowing Wickedneſs ; which Lgrccdily went on in, being lo far inebriate with theſe 
d Principles, which by Degrees (atter he undertood how my natural Tem- 
er Was co be prevailed upon) he inſlilled into me For, till I me 
was the only Perſon, that ever taumed me withfuch helliſn Principles, theſe wha 
Jae been converſant with me, boch. when a Boy, and ſince my Arrival to merutfe
